WASHINGTON, Jan. 10—- 
Civil aviation officials of Can- 
ada and the United States 
opened a conference here to- 
day with the object of tacili- 
tating the ever-increasing air 
traffic between the two coun- 
tries, 

They hope to make arrange- 
ments so complete an airplane 
will encounter no more difficul- 
ties in crossing the border than in 
flying within either country. 

State Secretary Hull welcomed 
the Canadian delegation, headed by 
Col, V. I. Smart, deputy minister of 
transport. 

Other members of the party were 
Lieut.-Commander C. P. Edwards, 
chief of air services; J. A. Wilson, 
controller of civil aviation; Wing- 
Commander A. T. Cowley, superin- 
tendent of air regulations; H. F. 
Walsh, aviation radio enginecr; P. 
T. Coolican, assistant deputy post- 
master-general; G. Herring, chief 
superintendent of air and land mail 
services.

Canadian Homes Up To 
December 31 


Up to December 31 last 32,946 
Canadian home owners had (taken 
advantage of the Home Improve- 
ment Loan plan in Canada, and 
aa a result had spent $12,850,- 
379.86 in modernizing and rehab- 
ilitating their dwelling places 
according to a report from Hon. 
Charles A. Dunning. minister of 
finance who is in charge of the 
@perations of the plan. 

Of this amount $8,989,558.18 had 
been spent in cities and towns with 
a population of 5000 or over. 

In Alberta the Edmonton loans 
headed the list, 650 home owners 
having borrowed $359,734.85 for 
home improvements under the 
plan. Calgary took second place 
with 490 home owners borrowing 
$216,212.51. In Lethbridge 65 
home owners took $31,819.18 and 
in Medicine Hat 36 homes were 
remodelled and modernized at an 
expenditure of $12,711.06. 

The total amount expended in 
Alberta under the plan was $620,- 
477.60.

TOKYO, Jan. 10—A conference 
in the presence of Emperor Hiro- 
hito tomorrow will decide form- 
ally “Japan's unshakeable policy 
towards China.”

Former Railways Minister 
Pleads For Long Term 
Planning 


OTTAWA, Jan. 10—Hon. R. J. 
Manion Saturday urged adoption 
@f measures to bring economic 
security to all people and warned 
that lack of action in that direct- 
fon might bring revolution in 10 
@r 20 years “and throw us again 
tnto barbarism.” 


In a speech before the Ottawa | 
Canadian Club, the former minis- 
ter of railways and canals pleaded 
for long-term planning and reform 
which would produce a nation of 
contented people, declaring that 
“we can build up on the northern | 
half of this continent the greatest | 
civilization the world has ever! 
known.” 


PREMIER LISTENS 


Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
and several of his cabinet heard 
their former politcal adversary | 
speak of the dangers threatening 
democracy from the aggression of 
dictatorships, among which he 
mentioned Germany, Italy, Japan| 
and Russia, and from internal con- | 
ditions chief among which was lack 
of social justice. 

Dr. Manion said: “we have solv- 
ed production through — science, 
but we have not given economic 
security to our men and women. 
Social justice demands that we try 
to correct this great evil of our 
system—the evil that endangers 
our democracy. If it is not correct- 
ed, then in 10 or 20 years revolu- 
tion may upset our whole social 
life and throw us again into bar- | 
barism.” 


REFORM FROM WITHIN 


He urged reformation of capital- 
istic democracy from within, sug- 
gesting: Recreation through schools 
of the pioneer spirit that sent a 
former generation into the wilder- 
ness to found homes; teaching of 
pride in independence and thrift; 
making available to the people 
more of the advantages of cheap 
production; protecting the people 
in their jobs; contributory unem- | 
ployment insurance; reformation of 
industry to provide greater atten-| 
tion to the human element; delay- 
ing public works till times of de- 
pression; a one per cent, tax on all 
income to form a fund to be used 
in depressions. 


HALF-WITTED THEORIES 


Reformation of democracy, he 
declared, could bring to the coun- 
iries that enjoyed it a “moderate 
state of perfection.” They did not 
want Communism, Fascism or Soc- 
jal Credit “or any other half-baked 
theories—I think I might even say 
half-witted theories.” 

The reformation, he said, should 
proceed by evolution but must be 
undertaken to save democracy. 


PANTHEON VEIL 
ON ART LIFTED 


PARIS, Jan. 10.—A little matter of | 
a century late, the pediment of the 
Pantheon, Jast resting place of} 
France’s great men. has been in- 
augurated. ! 

The sculpture of David d’Angers| 
had never been officially inaugu- | 
rated because of a shift in political | 
sentiment while his work was in| 
progress. Commissioner to execute | 
the pediment in the heated days 
of July, 1830, when revolutionary 
sentiment ruled, he designed a 
grandiose group of figures, includ- 
ing the illustrious leaders of lib- 
erty whom he considered worthy 
to have their memory perpetuated

on the tomb of greatness. 1 
Meanwhile revolutionary ardor | 
cooled and bourgeois sentiment, 


came to the fore. Attempts were 
made to persuade d’Angers to change 
some of his figures for substitutes 
judged more, respectable. He re- 
fused, 

In 1937 the pediment was finished. 
D'Angers had hoped it would be 
inaugurated on the anniversary of 
the days of July. But Minister of the 
Interior de Montalivet, who did not 
approve of d'Angers’ choice of great 
men, made no move to arrange for 
an unveiling of the pediment, which 
continued hidden behind the scaf- 
folding. The sculpture had a heated 
argument with him, The minister 
Was unmoved, 

Students of the Polytechnic School 
then marched on the Pantheon with 
the intention of burning away the 
scaffolding that masked the sculp- 
tures. Police had to be put on guard 
over the building. Finally, in Sep- 
tember, 1837, the pediment was un- | 
veiled through the curious medium 
of workmen who removed the scaf- 
folding in the night, 

But there was never an official 
unveiling until the inauguration, 
which occurred 100 years Ja later,

AN EASY CONQUEST 

The Japanese ambassador to China says his 
government should repudiate the government 
to which he is accredited, but with which, for 
various reasons, he isn’t in touch. What is re- 
quired in China, he says, is “A new regime, one 
absolutely relying on the technical and economic 


/ 


support and guidance of Japan.” As he said this 


in Shanghai the pronouncement may be taken 
as intended to break the news that the con- 
querors mean to reduce the whole Chinese 
empire to the status of a Japanese dependency. 

Maybe the Chinese were surprised to hear 
that. Observant outsiders are not. Complete 
mastery of the country has been the well de- 
fined objective of Japanese policy for twenty 
years, and the indicated objective for a still 
longer period. That it was planned to accomplish 
this at present is doubtful. More likely the im- 
mediate aim was to set up another Manchukuo, 
composed of the five northern provinces, and 
make another forward drive when that gain had 
been consclidated. But nothing breeds ambition 
like success. With their armies roving at will far 
into the interior, the invaders may have decided 
they may as well make an end of the business 
at once. 

For this the circumstances are peculiarly 
favorable. Stalin is too busy reorganizing his 
party with the aid of firing squads to interfere 
in the Chinese situation. Of intervention by other 
powers there is not a remote possibility, unless 
the Japanese provoke them to action by insults 
and outrages upon foreigners. From the present 
standpoint, and considering the value of the 
prize, the conquest of China looks like the easiest 
and most profitable grab of modern times. 


AFTER SEVEN YEARS 

Mr. I. W. C. Solloway was acquitted at 
Toronto on a charge of having stolen $2,144,740, 
the money of clients of his brokerage firm. As 
this is the last of the charges laid against him, it 
is to be inferred that what has been called the 
“persecution” is now at an end. 

The matter is of interest to Albertans because 
action was first taken against him by the late 
Government of this province, as the result of 
an investigation into the record of his firm in 
Alberta. That was seven years ago. In the 
interval Solloway has been fined $225,000 and 
sentenced to four months’ imprisonment in Al- 
berta on a charge of “bucketing”; fined $200,000 
in Toronto on a charge of “gaming in stocks’; 
and acquitted by two Toronto juries on charges 
of theft. 

The recent trial lasted more than a month, 
and toward the close al! charges but that of theft 
were dropped. This man and his now dissolved 
brokerage firm have been “keel-hauled and 
skull-dragged” through the courts of the land 
for seven years. If in that time the ends of 
justice have not been served the fault must lie 
with the agents of the law, who can scarcely 
wish to advertise their tardiness by digging up 
other claims against him. 

One or two points of genera! public interest 
may be poted. One is that the Solloway-Mills 
firm was apparently the only one operating in 
Alberta during the boom years that was guilty 
of “bucketing’; since none of the others was 
prosecuted. And the clients of the firm, who 
were supposedly the aggrieved parties, got none 
of the money collected by the governments of 
this province and Ontario in fines. It was 
asserted during the tria! in this province that 
no client of the firm had ever paid down his 
money and demanded his stock without getting 
it.

What will the provincial govern- 
ments say about transferring the regulation of 
commercial highway vehicles to a federal body? 
At present the provincial authorities license 
these carriers and make the regulations 
under which they woperate. And provincial 
authorities have of late developed a pronounced 
unwillingness to let the Dominion do anything 
they think they have legal power to do theme 
selves; including some things they have no 


apparent intention, and certainly not financial 
power, to do. 

If the nine provinces are willing, in the in- 
terests of uniformity and efficiency in transport, 
to let the Dominion look after the operation of 
trucks and busses, that wilt be a decided charige 
from their attitudes on most other subjects; and 
one a large section of the public would un- 
doubtedly welcome. 


SAND VERSUS CINDERS 

Nature having arranged that Edmonton 
streets get coated with ice and snow in the 
“winter time, something has to be done to keep 
pedestrians from falling and cars from skidding 
—and, incidentally, the city from being sued for 
damages. Years ago some party unknown con- 
ceived the dark idea of sprinkling the sidewalks 
and roadways with cinders from the power 
house; and this became the established practice. 
The cinders cost nothing and prevent slipping, 
thus meeting two important conditions for use. 

But these are not their only characteristics. 
Cinders also grind into powder, and the powder 
sticks to the soles of shoes, making vivid and 
interesting but unwelcome impressions on 
polished floors and rugs. Also the cinder dust 
doesn’t melt in spring when the snow does. It 
lies on the pavements and walks, and the winds 
of summer catch it up and hurl it in blinding 
clouds along the streets, into stores, offices and 
homes, to the general execration of the populace. 

Considering which, council a couple of weeks 
ago started to talk about using sand instead of 
cinders as a sprinkler for the icy walks and 
roadways. Sand has the initial disadvantage of 
costing money. Still, if it would be a lesser 
nuisance than cinders the taxpayers would 
hardly grudge the expense. But council is not 
certain that it would be. Sand also will adhere 
to. boots, and make marks on floors and rugs. 
Nor does it melt under the suns of spring, and 
would likely blow about as freely as the cinder 
dust, with equal irritation to the tempers of the 
house-holders and store-keepers. 

So, between sand and cinders there doesn't 
really seem to be much choice. Whichever coun- 
cil chooses won't be popular; so why hesitate? 
Either one will prevent sliding and skidding, 
which is the presently important matter. 

As for the dust nuisance next summer—how 
would it be when spring comes to get out a few 
lengths of fire hose and wash the pavements and 
sidewalks thoroughly in the down town sections, 
flushing the cinder dust or the sand into the 
sewers and forestalling the trouble? That would 
be an unheard-of procedure in Edmonton. Still, 
it would be worth trying for once.

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CAPITAL AND LABOR 
By J. J. Gibbons, President of the Toronto Board 
of Trade and head of J. J. Gibbons Ltd., Adver- 
tising, Toronto. 

(From an address to the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce convention now published by the 
Canadian Association of Railwaymen.) 

Thirty or forty years ago any discussion on 
the character of the relationship between capital 
and labor would have been captioned “Capital 
versus Labor.” Today the caption reads “Capital 
and Labor.” .’he change in the conjunction is 
significant. It denotes a transformation of atti- 
tude that implies a deeper understanding. It 
connotes a clearer appreciation of the problems 
each has to face, and it signifies a willingness to 
work together to closer alignment to the profit 
and prestige of both. 

This change of attitude has not been ac- 
complished without difficulty, Misunderstand- 
ings—deliberate and accidental—have been 
obstacles in the path of its progress, and an- 
tagonisms have blazed up at times to threaten 
the hope of future harmony. There have been 
extremists on both sides who saw in this move- 
ment a peril to their own selfish interests, and 
both employer and labor organizations alike 
have been guilty at times of ungenerous action. 

Indeed both capital and labor have suffered 
from occasional misconceptions of their actual 
relationship; employers have blamed labor or- 
ganizations for forcing concessions upon them, 
while organized labor has taunted capital with 
the boast that the statement was true. 

In spite of these difficulties, however, there 
has been an increasing disposition on the part 
of both employer and worker to accord a new 
respect to the position of the other in the 
economic scheme of things, and a growing real- 
ization that if both are to profit they must work 
together. 

It is true that Labor has not been backward 


in presenting its claims for a greater recogni- . 


tion of its contribution to the productive process 
and it is highly probable, having regard to pre- 
war conditions in the labor market, that public 
opinion was not unsympathetic, since the re- 
alignment of social forces which ensued as a 
consequence of the war placed a new value upon 
human effort and its place in the economic order. 

On the other hand, with certain reactionary 
exceptions, there has been areal desire on the 
part of employers at large to establish a broader 
basis of understanding and relationship between 
themselves and their employees and to create 
working conditions for their employees more in 
keeping with the tempo of modern thought. 

Let us concede at once that this attitude is not 
one of pure philanthropy. The example set by 
far-sighted and progressive manufacturers—not- 
ably in the soap and cocoa industries of England 
—in the development of model villages and high 
standards of working conditions has demonstrat- 
ed that the institution of such standards in- 
evitably adds to the efficiency of production. It 
stands to reason that a contented and satisfied 
employee will work with a keener sense of duty, 
and can actually accomplish a greater measure 
of performance in the discharge of his daily 
task. Enlightened management in industry is 
finding that proper consideration for labor pays 
dividends in the form of greater efficiency in 
workmanship. 

A number of our employers in Canada have 
made it a point of permanent policy to advance 
employee welfare in every possible way. They 
take the position that their responsibility does 
not end with the payment of good wages; it 
covers the provision of reasonable freedom from 
anxiety as to the future as well as the assur- 
ance of proper and adequate standards of living. 

Many employers have instituted depart- 
ments of welfare in their respective plants and it 
has been the duty of such departments to or- 
iginate and develop plans to take care of the 
physical, mental, and social needs of their em- 
ployees. In some instances, the management has 
only been able to adopt one or two of the plans 
which have been originated by industry in gen- 
eral, but many of our larger industrial organ- 
izations have gone far beyond that limit in their 
efforts to promote the welfare of those who work 
for them. 

Such schemes include the granting of holidays 
with pay to hourly-paid wage earners; the pro- 
vision of group life insurance for factory as well 
as office employees; the institution of sick pay 
and accident insurance; the establishment of co- 
operative savings banks which guarantee inter- 
est payments to the employee; co-operative buy- 
ing plans under which the purchasing power of 
the enterprise is shared by the employee; the 
provision of recreational facilities; the creation 
of employee councils, the establishment of 
training schools under competent direction; the 
provision of meals either free or at cost; and in 
some cases, old age pensions and, or a scheme of 
profit sharing on a basis of profit percentage dis- 
tributed proportionally on position or length of 
service basis. 

At the same time it must be admitted that 
there is a limit beyond which industry cannot 
profitably go in the acceptance of claims which 
have been made by certain labor organizations. 
Demands for wage increases beyond fair and 
adequate standards which might imperil the 
very existence of an industry, and demands that 
employees shall be represented in the executive 
control of industrial enterprise are matters 
which industry is logically justified in denying 
and resisting. 

It is true that in Canada, we have lately ex- 
perienced some disorder in industria] disputes, 
but this, in large measure, constitutes a refer- 
cussion of industrial disorders in the United 
States, rather than an indication of a general 
necessity for an upward revision of wage levels 
in Canada. 

It is doubtful whether the unfortunate and 
highly-publicized happenings in connection with 
the strike situation in Ontario and Quebec would 
carry the judgment of the officers of organiza- 
tions which value the good name of Canadian 
Labor. 

In some cases, possibly, conditions of work 
and wages have not kept pace with modern in- 
dustrial standards, and, to this extent, it is un- 
fair to blame Labor for making a protest. 
After all, employers who regard labor as so 
much raw materia] to be bought in the cheapest 
market are as great a peril to industrial peace 
as the labor agitators who believe that terrorism 
and violence are the only means to achieve their 
ends.

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Your Health

I find that many patients who have backache 
decide that it can only mean kidney troubie. This 
is a mistaken idea, for backache may be due to 
any one of a number of causes and does not in- 
variably indicate the pressure of a kidney dis- 
order such as Bright's Disease or nephritis. 

Bright's disease develops very slowly, almost 
secretly in the chronic form, with few noticeable 
signs. By the time the symptoms attract the 
attention of the patient, much serious damage 
to the kidneys may have taken place. If you 
have a backache, take care of it, but do not jump 
to the conclusion that it indicates something is 
wrong with the kidneys. 


Bright's disease is the popular name for 
nephritis, or inflammation of the kidneys. Sev- 
eral different forms of this disorder are known. 
As you probably know, the word chronic comes 
from the Greck word for time, and this indicates 
that a “chronic” disease is one which is present 
over a long period of time. Chronic is a very 
suitable term for > case of nephritis, as chronic 
kidney inflammation may take as long as 10 
years to develop. During these years, the patient 
may have no idea that anything is seriously 
wrong. 


Very often the patient finds out he has neph- 
ritis as the result of a urinalysis made during a 
Life Insurance examination. The report comes 
back and shows the presence of albumin and the 
presence of casts, which strongly point to ghe 
presence of Bright's disease. 


Regular health examinations, taken by every 
person past 40, would discover many cases of 
Bright’s disease long before the kidneys are 
damaged extensively. If the patient can not 
afford the complete examination, then it is a 
good plan to have the urinalysis made yearly, 
This is a valuable and inexpensive way of check- 
ing up on the kidneys. Regular check-ups of this 
sort would uncover kidney trouble early enough 
in thousands of cases for a cure to be easily 
accomplished. 

Chronic nephritis often develops along with 
high blood pressure. Healthy kidneys are well 
able to do their work, but when the kidneys be- 
come diseased, in every case this is due to the 
fact that the patient has lived in such a way as 
to throw an unnatural burden upon these elim- 
inative organs. The kidneys have an important 
work to do in cleansing the blood of certain kinds 
of impurities and will attempt to perform effi- 
ciently as long as possible, but after many years 
of overwork, they may finally break down. 

The most important causes of nephritis are: 
First, over-eating of all kinds of food; second, 
enervation or weakness brought on by overwork 
or by nervous tension; third, the use of an excess 
of sugars and starches in the diet; fourth, the 
use of wrong food combinations; and fifth, lack 
of sufficient exercise which will enable the body 
to burn up a normal amount of food.

ANSWER: I consider the pumpkin a -vhole- 
some non-starchy vegetable if cooked properly, 
It is best cooked in the same manner as squash, 
that is, cut into small pieces, boiled in plain water 
and mashed if desired, while cream and butter 
may also be added. The small, fresh pumpkin 
should be used whenever possible, as it contains 
less starch than the more mature variety, which 
is the grade commonly found in canned pumpkin. 
However, the canned variety makes a good sub- 
stitute and should be used frequently when fresh 
vegetables are scarce.

passage in England of laws limiting, and finally 
abolishing, child labor, and the institution of free 
education was actually a step towards industrial 
progress. 

We cannot compliment ourselves in Canada 
upon the celerity with which we adopted meas- 
ures limiting the possibility of the exploitation of 
labor, for it is only since the war that a great 
volume of this class of legislation has been placed 
upon our statute books. Constitutional difficul- 
ties have, of course, operated to prevent Domin- 
ion legislation in many matters affecting em- 
ployer and employee, but in most provinces acts 
covering a multitude of labor hazards are now 
in force. 

These include the Factory Acts, Workmen's 
Compensation Acts, Industrial Disputes Acts, 
Limitation of Hours of Work Acts, Minimum 
Wage Acts for men and women, Alien Labor 
Acts, Night Employment of Women Acts, Child 
Employment Acts, Employees’ Health Acts, In- 
dustrial Standards Acts, Specific Industries Pen- 
sions Acts, etc. . 

To these the exigencies of modern conditions 
and the demand of public opinion will add, at 
some future date, an unemployment insurance 
act and possibly a national industrial health in- 
surance act. It is surely worthy of note that the 
passage of al! this legislation has been made pos- 
sible, not only by the force of public opinion, 
but by a large degree of co-operation between 
employers and workers in an earnest effort to 
secure the best possible results from their 
operation, 

And what has been the position, the influence, 
or the power of the trade union as a factor in 
this evolutiowary process that has brought 
Capital and Labor nearer to each other? In the 
early stages of industrial development in East- 
ern Canada the trade union did not exist, except 
a5 a visionary bogy that plagued employers in 
older lands. It was not until a much later period 
in the industrial history of Canada that the 
trade union became a factor of any importance, 
but it did not take long for international affilia- 
tion to give a strength that had hitherto been 
lacking. The work of labor organization is stead- 
ily expanding though, even today there are 
many trades and industries in the Dominion still 
unorganized. It is a tribute to the sanity and 
wisdom of our Canadian labor leaderg that the 
process has been, and is being attended, with 
relatively little trouble and that as a whole, the 
attitude of Canadian Labor to Canadian industry 
is now one of reasonable appreciation of the 
problems inherent in productional economics.

The act, Mr. Pearson said, was 
designed to provide a means for 
employees to negotiate with their | 
employers.

While this did not preclude 
appointment of someone other than 
an employee to represent the em- 
ployees, it did require than the 
person named be duly authorized 
to act. It was not intended that a 
group of employees should turn 
over their dispute to another organ- 
ization to handle. |

However these representatives

He belongs among the great submerged masa of whom we seldom 

hear. It is Mother who gets the spotlight turned on her. It is Mother 

| who has a day set apart for her glorification, It i# Mother who gets 

the credit when the children turn owt well. It is Mother's devotion 

| that crooners and writers exploit in song and story. Tt is Mother's 

sacrifices and Mother's toil we are called upon to weep over, but 
Father doesn't get a break. 


Nobody sheds any tears over his sacrifices. Nobody hands him a 
| laurel wreath when Johnny wins a football game and Mary gets in the 
movies. Nobody holds up a father's affection for his children as the most 
| beautiful and selfless love in the world, And not all the high powered 
propaganda put forth by the haberdashery and cigar stores has ever been 
| able to make Father's Day anything but a dismal flop 
Just how Father drifted down into the underprivileged clams he doesn't 
know himself. It is not what he intended. When he married he was gay 
and optimistic and looked forward te always being the head of the house 
| and his wife's hero of romance; the one who would always be first in her 
| heart, the one to whom she would give most of her thoughts and atiention 
| and caresses and about whose happiness she would be most solicitous. 
| Then Junior came and the dream vanished into thin air. An infant's 
little pink hand toppled him from his throne, and from being King of the 
| home he became its humblest servitor. All of his wife's time was given 
| to the baby and she had none for him. All of her tenderness was lavished 
| on the baby. Father's pleasure, his comfort, his tastes and desires ceased to 
| be considered. All that mattered was that the baby should have what he 
| wanted. His wife even no longer saw him as aman. He was nothing bul 
the baby's father. 


After that the descent into oblivion was fast and inevitable. More 
children came and their mother became more and more absorbed in 

| them and more and more neglectfui of Father and forgetful of him. 
And as the children grew up they and their mother formed a tight 
little clique that shut Father completely out. Mother taught them to 
love her best and to feel that their chief duty was to her; that she was 
the one who was anxious to make them happy and to give them all 
they wanted, and that she was the one who wheedled things for them 
out of their father that he would otherwise have denied them. 

So the children came to look upon Father as a sort of human cash 
register that Mother punched for them to get them cars and fine elothes 
and trips and whatever they wanted It never occurred to them that 
Father was a desperately lonely man, starving for a@ little of the affection 
and appreciation that his family never gave him, and that he wanted 
nothing else in the world so much as for his children to pal with him and 
talk freely to him of their hopes and plans, and say something to him 
besides “gimme.” 


Nor did it ever occur to them that when they looked at their father 
they were seeing one of the world's greatest heroes and martyrs; a man 
who offered up his whole life as a sacrifice on the altar of his family and 
who, having given hostages to fortune, redeemed them with his life's 
blood. They thought it just an eccentricity of Dad's that he toiled like a 
slave and never took any vacations, and they laughed among themselves 
about his peculiarities in dress, about his wearing his clothes until they 
were shabby and having his shoes patched and never looking smart and 
well-dressed and up-to-date as Mother and they did. 

They never knew that Father longed for good clothes and that he had 
been a dandy in his youth. They never knew how many times he went 
past the sporting goods shops and gazed longingly at the fine guns and 
rods and dreamed of green woods and the swift flowing streams that his 
heart yearned for, but that he would never see because Mother and the 
children had to go off to the mountains. 

Nobody pays any tributes to Father, He is the forgotten man 
but he will be remembered when the Recording Angel writes down 
the names of those who have kept the faith and made the good fight.

India Peasants Owe More. 


Than Three Billions of 
Dollars

Canadian Press Staff Writer 
CALCUTTA, Jan. 10.—Carrying 
out their program of agrarian re- 
lief and endeavoring to placate 
Associations of peasants, three 
vincial governments have tab- 
ed money-lenders’ bills, one of 
which, in Assam, has been passed. 


India’s tillers of the soil, it is esti- 
mated, owe about §$3,380,000,000. 
Primitive methods of cultivaion, 
fragmentation of holdings, ignorance, 
improvident debts, unorganized 
marketing, disease, and the vagaries 
of the monsoon have contributed to 
their predicament. 

The central banking inquiry com- 
mittee estimated in 1931 the aver- 
age income of an agriculturist in 
British India does not amount to 
more than $20 a year. With this de- 
pressing background to his working 
life, who may be a wealthier peas- 
ant, a landlord, a shopkeeper or a 
money-lender pure and simple. The 
rate of interest is high. 


DIFFERENT CASTE 


Money-lenders and shopkeepers 
are often of a caste different from 
the peasants. Some come from the 
distant parts of India. Pathans from 
the north west frontier and May- 
waris from Rajputana are, for in- 
stance, found all over India. 


In the era of high prices the 
Peasant’s credit was relatively 
good. He borrowed freely, some- 
times had credit thrust on him. 
A Madras official report de- 
scribes how in one district, “there 
was a regular house-to-house 
visit by money-lenders in 1928-29, 
who forced money on Ryots 
(peasants) even when they were 
unwilling to take loans. All lands 
are now either attached by or 
mortgaged to money-lenders.” 


Then came the slump, the prices 
of principal crops fell 60 per cent 
and have not made much recovery 


since. All the peasant had to show | 


for his past comparative prosperity, 
as one official put it, was a box 
of trinkets and more rarely a well- 
built house. 


PREVENT PASSING 


Before the new constitution came 
into force various bills were passed. 
Land alienation acts tried to pre- 
vent the wholesale passing of land 
to creditors at rock-bottom prices. 
Debt conciliation boards were set 
up ii some provinces. 

The relatively conservative gov: 
ernments of those days—the Na- 


tionalist Congress party was boy- | 


cotting the legislatures—handled 
the money-lending classes compar- 
atively gently. On the franchise 
then obtaining the wealthier classes 
had a strong hold on the legislative 
councils. The new franchise gives 
much greater voting power to the 
badly stricken countryside. 


PROMISED RELIEF 
Bidding for its favors, candidates 
promised relief from debt. Con- 


gresg in particular had an advanced 
economic program. Now the peas- 


ants are demanding honoring of | 


‘pledges. Waving red flags they 
have marched in thousands to pro- 
vincial capitals crying for a mora- 
torium on their debts. 

Most attention has been aroused 
by the Madras agriculturists’ relief 
bill, sponsored by the Madras Con- 
gress ministry. Provincial news- 
papers, even some Indian owned, 
normally supporting the congress, 
express misgiving about the effect 
on rural credit. The bill is oppos- 
ed by the European group in the 
legislature. 


HOGARTH DENIES 
B.C. IS LIKELY 


NEW BELGIUM 


VANCOUVER, Jan. 10.-- Major- 
General Donald Macdonald Hogarth 
of Toronto said in an interview here 
that British Columbia would not be 
“a second Belgium” in the event of 
the United States becoming involv- 
ed in a war on the Pacific coast. , 

General Hogarth, quartermaster- 
general of the Canadian expedition- 
ary forces during the Great War, 
commented last night upon a state- 
ment made in Winnipeg by Gen- 
eral H, D. B. Ketchen that a war 
involving the United States on the 
Pacific coast would turn British 
Columbia into a second Belgium. 


“There is some truth in the an-! 


alogy although I do not think Brit- 
ish Columbia can be likened to 
Belgium in a geographic sense. She |

Statistics made publie by the de- 
partment showed the total two-way 
trade with the 14 nations with 
which agreements were in effect 
during all of 1936 rose from $1,- 
719,330,000 inthe first 11 months 
of 1936 to $2.262,517,000 in the same 
period of 1937, an increase of 31.5 
per cent. 

Trade with all other countries 
increased 35.5 per cent. during the | 
same period—from $2,784,278,000 to 
$3,639,557,000.
